Tt seams superfluous to tell 
what Jenner did, but it is to be 
hoped it will never be forgotten to 
pay tribute to his memory. - It is 
well it should be so honoured, be 
cause it keeps tha fact of vaccina. 
tion and the good it has dona 
befare ‘the public. It seers 
absurd to the doctors that this 
should be necessary, bot the fact 
is that even after ona handred 
years of education of the people, 
the truth of the good that has 
been done is repudiated by many, 

The doctor finds many of the 
community around him who flout 
his teaching, and dare to doubt 
what soience has shown to by 
éstablished truth as_to the 
goed of vaccination. Of all. the 
“opinions "held by a section of 
the public, none of thesa so- 
called opinions now receive 2 
more curt reception than those 
who object to vaccination 
against snall-poxs. Wera ‘the 
doctors to rula the ethics of 
toedicias with power to punish for 
disobedience, the: anti-vaccinator 
would raceive short shrift, and a 
Prison ce!l would be his habitat. 
Surely the opinion of the “con- 
sdientious objactor” to vaccination 
is the greatest parody on acientific 
therapy that any government 
ever gave way to: and a de- 
monstration of the weakness of 
“State,” * Parliamentary,” ‘iso. 
cialistic " form of government, or 
whatever it might ba called. 
farcical. We have it in the 
opinion of the great “ so-called 
founder of the peopla’s liberty,” 
WW. E. Gladatone, that in time the 
doctors shall rule, he—the ‘doctor 
—shall be the ultimate power in 
the management of the State. -It 
is a goodly number of years since 
Gladstone declared that opinicn, 
buteven in his own -province of 
adviser to tha State in public 
bealth the doctor's advice has 
not the power science and ex- 
perience show to ba imperative, 

IGNORANT OPPOSITION, 

What is-knowa as the lower 
classes have not shown’ the doc- 
tors to have the power that must 
come to ba thairs;in evidence, the 
trade unions—which have been 
rechristened lately as “the slug- 
gards and scoundrels’ protection 
societies,” as Carlyla. named them 
—are against it. They, in their 
“wisdom,” have wildly declared 
against it, and they as the result 
of the devil teaching w'thin their 
ranks, are allowed to flout legisia- 
tion in the face -of the doctora. 
We, the medical authorities con- t 
cerning public health, are set 
aside. We do not interfere with 
the politics of thase trade unions 
and sluggards’ protection societies 
as regards hours of labour, wages, 
and other “right,” they set up, 
but when they declare against 
public health matters the-doctors 
are bound to interfere, and the 
doctors are not-going to lose in 
the struggle: 

In the’ Far East, in India and 
several other tropical areas, the 
arrest of smail-pox was attempted 
by employing the scabs. pustules, 
clothing of those afflicted -by 
small-pox: measures that seem 
to us to-day to bo crude.

1891, carried to Canton, and in 
the Great Hall of the city wag 
regularly inoculated to Europeans 
and Chinese. There was great 
difficulty in keeping the lymph 
from England active, and 
frequently - whole batches of. it 
were found to be inactive and un-

FRESH SUPPLY OF LYMPH. , 
> To the Philippines lymph was 
sent from Spain by omer of his 
most Catholio Majesty the King, 
the Philippines and Brazil baing 
then under the ruleof Spain. The 
lymph was sent from Spain, men 
being inoculated on-the way. out 
ta Brazit, and hence later from 
Brazil to the Philippines, the 
lymph being Kept fresh and activo 
by a continuous chaia of inser- 
tions during the sen voyages, and 
hence it reached China. when « 
fresh and active supply was 
maintained. It must be remem- 
bered that communications ware 
by sailing vessele; and as the 
voyage from England: to. India 
had to pass through two tropic} 
exposures, namely, when passing 
south along the West Coast. «f 
Africa and after: rounding the 
Cape of Good Hope, asain 
in Passing through the 
tropics as the ship sailed 
north to India, many tubes were 
spoiled, and ‘the lymph rendered 
weak or altogether@seless. Lator 
still, America sent it from its 
western shores. Vaccine lymph 
waa carried first by sailing vesse} 
and later by steamer. .

| Philippines ahd America, Still 
the sea voyages wera loog and 
the supply skimp, and the chances 
of its being active lessened or 
rendered wholly inactive.

‘Of the several modes of com- 
municating .amall-pox, one that 
prevails in China is the powdered 
dry scab which is blown“up tha 
nostril or nostrils, Another 
roethod whereby a healthy person 
can acquire small-pox with tha 
idea of thereby rendering subse- 
quent attacks less severe is. for 
tne healthy man or woman to 
puton the clothing of a person 
who had died of emall-pox or to 
sieep in the bed or bed-c:oshes of 
the dead patient, , 

There seems little doubt that 
small-pox is a universa] disease 
and bas .een known ic tropical 
countries and was introduced 
into China probably from India 
during the third century B.C, [no 
Africa small-pox had been 
equally ancient, ‘in Egypt and 
even in Ceatral Africs. In 
America small-pox is believed to 
have been introduced by the 
advent of the Spaniards. The 
actual cause of the disease: is 
unknown, but itis believed to ba 
spread by the.air, hence tha scab 
powdered being blown into the. 
Aostril by the Chinese and others, 
aod by the “infection” being 
conveyed to the respiratory 
passage by sleeping, in a: ibad 
whare the discharges from the 
skin have.soaked the bed clothes 

aod mattress. There seems little 
doubt that the srfiell-pox becomes 
more pravalent as one approaches 
the tropics and as faras we know 
vaccination isthe enly prophy- 
lactic to be relied upon. In 
that case vaccination should bo 
made compulsory, especially in 
the tropics, and. a vaccine service 
should“be established wherever: 
possible —Jiurnal of Tropics 
Medicine and Hygiene,

The act serves to illustrate the 
supine character of the ‘Peking!

Council Gives Way to Strong 
Sentiment, 


“TH be a brig, when ye'ra 
shapeless. cairn. 


This boast, which Burns. jeat- 
ingly attributed to Ayr’s bis:oric 
“Auld Brig," may, after all, be 
fulfilled by the action of the Com. 
mittee for the Preservation of 
Ancient Monuments, who have 
assumed responsibility for ita 
preservation. 

‘So ends the fierce controversy 
that has raged over the proposal 

of Ayr Town Council to reclaim 
land from the bed of River Ayr, 
and possibly damage the bridge. 

Last month the council agreed 
by eleven” votes to seven to 
abandon the scheme. 

-It is not known precisely when 

the“ Auld Brig” was: built. In 
the year 1266, :Alexander' If. 
granted a charter to the burgh of 
Ayr for the maintenance of the 
bridge. 
1491, the bridge was restored. 
Burns saw it three centuries after 
its restoration in the reign of 
JameeIV., and dedicated his song 
to the architect of the new. bridge 
which was then built to meet. the
